that England would take advantage of this this 

case to interfere iu the whole affair; but). 
whereas this trade route bad already been 
taken in hand by France, which had done 
so much for it, it might now be impossible 
to prevent England using this pretext to 
interefere and dispute the routo which 
would then havg reverently to be offered by 
the Annamese to the English, and that 
therefore the interests of both, Annam and 
France, had been grievously injured. 

The above statements have been mado to 
us in all circumstantiality, but thinking 
thom over carefully they appear to he like 
ill-founded gossip. Hung Tai-luk was but 
acommercial adventurer, a Chinaman by 
birth, though he gave himself out for a 
British subject. But there is no proof 
whatever for this assertion, At the time 
the French troops were still in Tonguin, 
and the provincial authorities of Anam 
wore at the timo anxiously ongaged in 
guarding and protecting the country, Tai- 
luk, however, acted in auch a reckless man- 
ner a8 to cause people to suspect and dread 
him, sv that those tn charge of the peace of 
the Nocality could not possibly allow him 
to continuy his proceedings. ‘Their action 
was therefore ontirely in accordance with 
the requirements of international law. As 
to England, she invariably acta in an honest 
and straightforward manner and in o spirit 
of amity towards other countries, so that 
the above suggestion is too trifling to de- 
sorve her consideration; and as to the 
French officials they certainly never used 
the words attributed to them as above. If 
there were, however. Heat} such words 
used, they bore probab! vito a different 
construction, and tho Ye iny is that 
the person who heard something of the 
sort. misunderstood the purport, and thus 
falsified the meaning he put in the mouth 
of the French ofticiala. As to the openin, 
of the trade route to Yunnan, England 
would indeed be strong enough to secure it, 
but.in our opinion England is sure to solect 
a different route for the purpose, and will 
decline to appropriate the work already un- 
dertaken by others or purposely frustrate 
tho designe of strangors. Should France, 
however, indulge in acts of vielence an: 
force, England would be sure to take her 
stand on Broad principles of international |- 
law and call France‘to order. To use o 
homely phrasc, England ia not likely to 
play-second fiddle ‘to any one, and it is 
therefore entirely out of tho question tu 
suppose-that England would have a desire 
to follow in the ateps of France. , 

Others say the Thinese Government is 
animated in this matter by a desire to take 
advantage of the sitdation of Annam and of 
the proceedings Uf the Black Flag Banditti 
to keep the trade route ta Yunnan closed. 
This statement is even mors unfounded and 
foolishthan the other statements were, 
For Annam has been a tributary of China 
since -timo immemorial. If violence and 
force should be usod against Annam, tho 

probability is, in our opinion, that Chines 
ould assert the principles universally ad- 
mitted as just,-and proceed in 4 manner 
absolutely unimpeachable, and it is absurd 
to suppose she would suffer such action to 

ass unnoticed. Ef it is uow suggested that 
hina would not take the trouble to inter- 
foro in the matter and leave asmall tributary 
State to settle its own difficulties, such 
a suggestion is entirely at-variance with tho 
manner in which China has all along treated

At tho present day, dogs 
aro considered defiling by tho Eastern Asia- 
tics; they do mot suffer thom in their 
houses, and carefully avoid touching them 
in tho atreets.

NEW LIGHTHOUSE ON FORMOSA 


Writing on the lighthouse now in course 
of erection on the extreme point of the 
Sonth of Formosa, Mr A. Novion, Cow- 
wnissioner of Customs at Takuw, says :- At | 
South Cape, Olanpi, in the Héngch*un dis- 
trict at the extreme point of the seuth of 
Formosa, tho building of u lighthouse and 
tho provision of the accommodation —re- 
quired in such a remote and deserted spot 
wns undertaken in outnmn under tho super- 
| vision of the Amoy Customs, and, pending 
the completion of the work, a sixth-order 
lantern was orected temporarily. Without 
mentioning the future advantages of tho 
light as an aid to navigation, it is evident 
that the carrying on of such a work, the 
presence of Foreign mechanics; of many 
Ehinese workmen, and uf men-of-war ot 
ithe spot, will have 6 murked and rapid 
influence on the develojment of that part 
of the country, in affording w guarantee of 
security to settlers, Se much has boon 
said about the savages in onr vicinity! that 
it is useless to narrate their history pgain j 
it will prove sufficient fer the com: mercial 
abject of the Report tu mention hat the 
wild tribes (Shényfun) are still opcupying 
the high hills, and are not more han 10 li 
distant from the spot where the laghthouse 
is building. The Chineso, with the excep- 
tion of a few 5 
lages not extended bey und Héngch‘un-hsien, 
about 10 miles north-west of / South Cape, 
and the first atation on tho read to Takow. 
This place was constituted a fisien, or official 
district in the yesr 1876, ‘and was placed 
under the authority of a Magistrate specially 
entrusted with the deligate miasion of 
observing the wild tribes pnd of arranging 
all conflicts betwocn thent and the Chinese 
settlers. When the erection of the light 
was devided upen, some unaicty was felt a5 
to the attitude of the savages, who were 
likely to consider suchf an undertaking a5 
an ineroachinent upon their territorial rights; 
Dut thanks to the measures taken by the 
high officials at Peking, no difficulty was 
met with, all anxiety clesppeareel and it 
inay now be hoped that unless unexpected 
complications arise, the works will be con- 
pleted without trouble, and that residence 
at South Cupe will’ prove os safe os any- 
whero elae in China. In the autumn, 
| materials were brought from Amoy, forolgn 
engineera and overseers were. landed, a 
Customs cruiser yas stationed at South 
Cope, and the works commenced at once. 
Meany bile, die Taotai of Taiwan had sent 
abody of troups to encamp in the neigh- 
bourhood, and appointed a special weiyiten 
to settle nll difficulties that might arise. 
At the end of 1481, the works were pro- 
gressing favourably in spite of the difligulty 
of landing materiats on a steep const and 
through a heavy sea, which difficulties were 
overcome sitisfactorily. To go more into 
details an this subject would exceed the 
limits of the present Report. Phe object 
of this rapid sketch has becn merely to 
draw the attention of all persons interested 
to the influence which this “undertaking 
will probably have upon the development 
of this part of Formosa, and the importance 
of availing of the circumstances to stimu- 
Inte the activjty of the settlers to pxtend 
cultivation towards the south of the island,

THE 


MANCHUS. 
(N.-€, D, News) 


The position of the Manchus in China is 
in many ways anomalous. We do not refer 
now to the reigming dynasty. We refer to 
the Bannerman or ci‘ijén, who live on 
huporial bounty and are oxpected to show 
their gratitude by learning Manchu and 
practising archery. On the whole wo 
scarcely consider them a very envinble class. 
Being in possession of certam nominal and 
purely honorific privileges, their claims to 
scholarship are generally looked slightly 
dawp upon by the Chineso, who have to 
work their way up by dint of etiff examina- 
tions and no favour. A Manchu chiéi-jén is 
probably not half su cultivated 2 man asa 
Chinese who holds the inferior degree of 
hsia-teei, The pittance doled out to him 
is xearcely sufficient to keep lim in rico 
or millet, and is burdened with exactions 


and responsibilitica towards the — strte 
which must be extremely irksome. Ho 
is bordened with an espionage from 


which the ymre-blood Chinaman is en- 
tirely free. Ev Manehy, child that is 
Yorn has his name inseribed in the huperial 
register, becomes entitled to his monthly 
pittance -of which he probably only re- 
ceiver a third~-and is then placed under 
regular survellance. The system is nut a 
ood one, f fostefs lnziness, and on- 
courages proficiency only in a method of 
warfare which ig growing obsulote even in 
China. Buta Manchu uo doubt hus facili- 
ties at his disposal which a Chinaman has 
net, As ailnatter of fact, the students at 
the T-ung-won-kuan are we beliove all 
Manchusss, Whether there is an actual rule 
in -xiatenca that Chinese are not cligitl 
for admigsion we do not venture to say ; but 
tlivre can, wo think be no doubt that as a 
hatter of fact they are not admitted. Man- 
zhus, then, have a monopoly of the very 
best aystem of forcign education to be got in 
China; for with all tho shortcomings of 
the College—which are due entirely we be- 
lieve to ‘Government restrictiuns—there is 
no doubt the institution is a very fine 
one. They have alsu the run of native 
achools, built and supported for their ex- 
clusive benefit. But that, either the scheme 
of these schools is bad, or the privileges they 
offer’ not sufficiently appreciated by the 
Bannermen, is evidently the case, for thoy 
seem to be a dead letter ax far as ay 
practical system of working is qoneorued, 
The Vice-President of the Buurd of Civil 
Office has recently mare some disclosures 
about theso schools and the educational 
doficioncy of Bannermon which are certainly 


trymen, and whieh go far to justify the 
common Peking saying that a yellow-girdle 
(or member of the Impcrial clan) is juat 
another name for a fool. The Vice-Presi- 
dent begins by observing that at the present 
day, such is tho degeneracy of the Munchus, 
one can searcely find one ablo wtan where in 
olden times there were a hundred. In

‘Mr Alfred E. Hippisloy, Ac ing Commis- 
sionor of Customs, appends the following 
necount of the notorious Pirate Wwang 
Chin-man, to his report on tho trade of 
Wenchow for 1881 :— 


Considerable trouble hes been caused 
during tho past year to tho authorities of 
both this profecturo and that.(the T‘aichow) 
immediately adjacont to its northern 
boundary, by the depredations both on Jand 
and by scn, of a pirnte robber named Hwang 
Ciin-inan, or Wang Yiit‘ien or of bands of 
desperadoes recognising him as their no- 
minal chief. Some years ago, if-appears, 
this man was arrested by the military as 
ono of a band who bad conmitfod serious 


for trial, The Assistant Magigtrate there, 
however, came forward to guaranteo his 
honesty, and he was discharged. To m- 
derstand his subsequent career it is neces- 
sary to glance xt a mnp of this province. 
Between the Ou river on the south and the 
Chiao river on the north, and running 
down almost to the const, stretches a tract, 
koma hundreds of square miles in extent, 
of desolate hill country, sparsely inhabited 
by © population of the poorest menns and 
most tarbulent character. Law ean scarcely 
lo mid to exiat within ita limits, His 
chiefly the home of numerous and well- 
armed gunge of robbers, who make it a base 
from which to orginise raids apo the 
wealthier inhabitunts, around its ont- 
skirts, or, in conjunetion with the ishud 
fishermen, to attack trading junks 
frequenting the ports. ‘To this district 
Hwang Chin-man retired and speedily 
collected around hima band of nearly 100 
of these desperate characters, His raids 
were organised with such daring and skill, 
and attended with such marked anceesa, 
that. he rapidly gained a niost unenviable 
notaricty; and in the course of timo became 
recognised as their leader by the other 
robber-chiefs, who had, it is said, a fol 
lowing af nearly 4,000 men, armed with 
mnuskets and well supplied with ammunition. 
In gpite, however, of this nominal clief- 
tainship, the bands svem to act independent- 
ly; but Hwang Chin-man was thus ablo to 
increase largely his own personal bands, and 
to raise the number of his own piratical 
craft to eleven sail, Qn land he sceims*o 
have confinud ‘is operations to the witack 
aud robbery of ofliced yaméns, Likifi offices, 
grain-tribuie warehouses, ane a whahaps, 
or to the seizure of wealthy individuals to 
be held to ransom. Tf he succeeded in 
capturing officials or Literati, he executed 
them with seant ceremony; but the lower 
classes and amall traders remained unuoles- 
ted, and even assistance waa readily given 
by him to those in distress. On sea he 
allowed junks belonging to his native pre- 
fecturo, ‘Faichuw, to pasa freely, attacking 
those only which arrived with produce from 
other ports, By such conduct he came to 
be regarded by the populace as the champion 
of the weak azainst the strony, and of the 
poor against the rich. By them he lns 

eon kept well informed of the movements 
of troops, and when hard pressed, has boen 
readily sholtored or provided with the 
menns of excape. 

Tworyears ago an expedition an n large 
seale was organised from Taichow-fu  foy 
his capture. A thousand Hunan braves 
under Genaral Lo were despatched against 
him, They drovo hinr and his band into 
defile in the Yentung range, which runs 
through thy tract of desolate country ahove 
described ; but there the robbers defended 
thomsclves with such address that nearly 


the first pluce, he saya, these much 
vaunted Government schools are in rus;

In the rgeond 
place he charges the tutors with dishonesty 
in making official returns of the scholars 
under their tuition. In the third place, 
the unfair privileges which a Manchu en- 
joys oyer « Chincse jn his official carcer 
render it unnecessary that he should put 
himself tu any caertion to get on, and 
consequently he becomes lazy, looking 
on bis promotion as 4 sinyple maticr of 
course. A Manehu bey will purchase 
his first appointment for some trifling 
sum before he is sixteen years old, 
and from that time he closes his books 
for pver. He in then rapidly pushed on, 
and finds himself a Censor er a Taotai or 
the Sub-director of a Court at the Capital 
without having any education whatevey. 
The result of this is evident. Unable even 
to draft the. commoncat—despatch, he is ut 
the mercy. of his Secretary, and unless a 
mun of great force of character, which by 
hia education hu hardly oan be, becomes 
the instrument of those ‘glaring abuses 
which, os the Memorialist says, disgrace 
the public service. The Memurialist puts 
all these facts plainly before tho E, py 
and in so doing renders a servi he 
atate. The Manchus, with sume few illus- 
trioud exceptions, are fast assuming the 
character of drones. Now it cannot be 
said that the heads of the Imperial Family 
set a bad example in this respec. The 
Maychy dyngsty yay nop be & model of 
enlightened government, bat at any rate 
thoy are energetic enough. Tho Empresa 
Regent, capricious and morally lax as she 
is said to be, is a hard worker. No one
